Q. In your travHs around 
the state, do 3 'on~hear"Alask- 
ans who once were saying that 
the pipeline would bring all 
sorts of riches, now saying they 
are disturbed by, the impact? 

A. On the vvhole, in the 
. long run, they rhight be gdod. 
But immediately, they’re going 
to hurt. You're: going'-tb have 
an influx of people that really* 
don't understand the way of 
Alaskans, that have 'jjossibly 
a more anti-social feeling to¬ 
wards man, and : friendship. 
The friendliness- Tbf feeling 
might disappear, because it’s 
going to be a boom time. It 
won't be the first time, I think 
we’ll recover from it. But the 
initial five years are going to 
be awfully difficult. I think 
v.'c can solve some of our prob¬ 
lems with the monies that we 
receive. If we don’t, we’re darn 
fools. It- was there, it's a na¬ 
tional product, we had to have 
it. I’m glad Alaskans were able 
to maintain some control over 
it. Withour that control, we d 
have been in trouble. I’m say¬ 
ing if there had been a national 
emergency*, like the Second 
\yorld War when they were 
building the Alcan Highway, 
it wo'uld be a government is¬ 
sue and we'd really be in trou¬ 
ble. 

Q. Do you think Alaskans, 
or at least the leaders, have 
s^nt more time concerned 
abont development than plaa- j 
ning for the quality of life? 

A. I think a lot of the lead¬ 
ers, Alaskans are well aware 
of clean air. clean water, all 
these type things, and I think 
they're trying to plan. I think 
they did not on the state level 
utilize the four years. My argu¬ 
mentation all the way along 
has been wc'vc got four years 
to do something. We didn't do 
anything. And wc should have. 
Now wc'rc in a spot. We vc 
got impnc! corrm’ttccs. and 
impact funds, and we're sort 
of scram’olin." trying to find 
out w'hat happened. That 
should h.avc all been planned 
ahead of time. And funded. 
Because w'c knew*.the oil was 
coming. So right now, we're 
going to have a boom period. 

I think it will level off, T think 
we'li be able to grapple with 
it. T respect those Alaskans 
that have been here awhile, 
and a' lot of the new people 
coming will fall in love with 
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. come to the floor of the House 
W'ith good strong articles for 
impeachment, or are they not 
going to come to the floor at 
all. If they come to the floor 
' of the House with articles for 
impeachment and they are 
•shoddily done, they have done 
a disservice to the American 
public, : because I Very truth¬ 
fully think right how that be- 
: cause of ^.public-opinion, there 
might be an impeachment vote 
in favor of impedchment and 
delfveririg a very bad case lb 
^e Senate. -And we; act as pros- 
ecuters, managers of the im¬ 
peachment process. They can 
. only use the articles that we 
voted for in the House and the 
evidence that we arrived with. 
So we come forth just like a 
sloppy* grand jury*, going be¬ 
fore the full jury'. And that’s 
a disservice to tbe American 
people. I get really aggravated 
when I hear the committee is 
rolling. They're really not a 
cohesive group anymore. And 
it’s dangerous. This will de¬ 
stroy the system of constitu¬ 
tional governing of the Presi¬ 
dent if it’s not done right. The 
question you asked about pub¬ 
lic sentiment — very frankly, 
T don’t think the President will 
ever have the support again of 
the general public that he had 
during the election. 

Q. How distarbcd are yon 
abont Watergate and all the 
implications? 

A. I made a statement once 
that I was glad Watergate hap¬ 
pened. And pjeople, said, “Oh, 
My God.^! But in all sincerity, 
this is a good thing to bring 
to the focal jxiint how far 
dowm the road we have gone 
in the accumulation of power. 
It's the executive role — that 
constant accumulation of pow'- 
er corrupts, as you well know. • 
And it will get to the point 
where Congress is such an in¬ 
ept body, and the infringement 
upon the individual rights will. 
become so paramount that if 
it hadn’t come to the front, if 
W.atergatc had not happened, 
in another, perhaps eight years, 
you could have forgotten your 
democracy. But now T think 
we’ve got.a chance. At least 
i hope that Congress has got 
the guts to do it. The leader¬ 
ship of the House supposedly 
■'.as been trying to, but I have¬ 
n’t seen much action this ses¬ 
sion. But now is the oppor¬ 
tunity to get that power back. 

Q. You’re not talking about 
impeachment now, you’re talk> 


ing about, simply taking the 
reins of governaMnt. ... 

A. back to the Congress. 
No. I, they should start figur¬ 
ing out where they’ve lost it, 
and taking the responsibility 
for it; and realizing that when 
they spend the monies, they 
better raise some taxes for it; 
and realizing that when they 
alioyy an agency to take and 
write regulattpns without Con¬ 
gressional overview, that they 
are acquiescing their power, 
and eliminating that I’ve al¬ 


ready seen this being started. 
For instance, committees are 
requiring • yearly, reports from- 
these agenejes; testimony from 
them before the committee. 
Before we never did it, and 
they did exactly what ..they 
wanted to do. And. we. ha've 
government by the agencies 
themselves and by ; the execu¬ 
tive branch. .Congress -wjas just 
Mrt of ja charadeb-You know, 
we-haven’t conte down with a 
legislative budget in '22 years.. 
.It comes from the executive 


branch, and that’s ridiculous. 

■ We haven’t conie down with a 
..legislative; package.in 22: year.s. 
Where is Congfess^ going to 
go? YeL in tbe constitution, 
nowhere does it say that the 
President shall govern. It says 
that the Congress shall govern,. 
and we just gave it up. 

■ Q. Don’t you. vote closely- 
with the admiiiistitaioB posi- 
tioo though? 

.' A. No, I think I've got a 
47 per cent with the adminis¬ 


tration, or 53, cither way. 
Let's get this correct now — 
some of the administration 
votes may be good votes. I'm 
not saying the administratiou 
is alk-bad.; I just think Con¬ 
gress should have the guts to 
■rhake the, decisions as far as 
■ the people of_ the ' United' 
States. Tlje President should 
be the A^uhistrator of those 
decisions, but not the decision- 
niaker. And I think that's what 
the young people have been 
saying to us all along. 


Q, Do you think the Viet¬ 
nam War is an example of ac¬ 
tion the President took that 
could have been changed by 
Congress? 

A. The war would have nev¬ 
er happened if Congress didn’t 
want it to happen. The war 
happened because of Congress 
allowing it to happen — ac¬ 
quiring and letting the monies 
vgo; not bringing President Ken¬ 
nedy and President Johnson to 
task, and President Nixon, 


sooner. The war happened be¬ 
cause of Congress. And we had 
the power to stop it. We didn't 
have to pass that bill. No 
where in the Constitution does 
it say the President has the 
power to declare war,' or in¬ 
dulge in war. So we passed a 
bill that now gives him 60 days 
to do what Ite wants to do. 
And I voted against that bill 
for that one reason, it was an 
assanine bill. That’s like giving 
me 30 minutes to rap you on 
the side of the bead.
